Church of Christ Reports 
Progress in Past Year 


The annual meeting of the Vul¬ 
can Church of Christ was held on 
Friday evening, Jan. 31. Reports 
indicated tht sixth consecutive 
year of substantial growth for the 
thurch, five of these years being 
under the leadership of J. Chnp- 
lan, minister of the church. 

The attendance to the morning 
services of the church rose to an 
all time recorded high of 110, sur¬ 
passing by 4 the record set in 
1933. The average attendances of 
the last six years were, beginning 
with 1946, 31, 48, 60, 82, 99, and 
110. It was reported that evening 
services during the last six months 
of the year were higher than any 
time during the last number of 
years, tanging upwards to 73. At¬ 
tendances up to 100 were record¬ 
ed in the five youth groups during 
the period of a week on several 
occasslons during the year Mem¬ 
bership in the ladies organizations 
totaled more than 50 while some 
20 men met during the late part 
of the year. 

(Total receipts for the church 
and church organizations were $5,-. 
191.26, a growth of 12 per cent 
over the previous year. More than 
$12250 was given to missions dur¬ 
ing the year. These offerings went 
directly to the mbRionarios with 
^vhoni the church has personal con 
*tact, some who were connected 
with the Vulcan .church during 
their youth such as Edna Hunt of 
India, Howell Rees of India. BUI 
Rees of South Africa, and others 
known here such as Clifford Ed¬ 
wards, E. G. Cays, Neville Clay¬ 
ton, and Howard Rash of Alberta,

The building fund of the church 
expended $1,300 on expansion and 
improvement of facilities. The 
major item of expenses was the 
installation of the new automatic 
oil fired furnace for the basement 
of the church "and the study.

They shared Jointly 
the work of the Nanton and Vul- 
'cun churches, with Mrs^ Dodson 
taking over a btg portion of the 
youth work. Mrs. Chapman had 
charge of the kindergarten work 
during the fall months. The latter 
was also considered a successful 
venture, with upwards to 30 pre¬ 
school children taking part in the 
Thursday morning clascs.

About 25 persons were in at¬ 
tendance at the annual meeting of 
thf.* ratepayers of the Town of 
Vulcan, hold in the I.O.O.F. hail 
buseinvnt Monday evening. A. G. 
Scott was chairman of the meet¬ 
ing and Mrs. E, M. Farr secretary. 

The financial statement for the 
year 1931 was read by Auditor G. 
A. Sales and showed the town to 
be in generally good financial con¬ 
dition. * 

Reports 

The report on the water and 
sower system was given- by Coun¬ 
cillor J. M. Jamison and showed 
an operating surplus for the year 
of $2,681. . However, it has been 
necessary to spend $9,923 during 
the year on a new well, pumping 
equipment, trenching, etc., and 
this capital expenditure was pro¬ 
vided out of the general revenue 
of the town. It was brought out 
that the water-sewer A>tem was 
originally planned to Handle 150- 
200 connections but there are now- 
275 connections and 15 more to be 
hooked up in the spring. The un¬ 
expected expansion of the system, 
in such a short space of time, re¬ 
quired capital outlay in order that 
satisfactory service could be main¬ 
tained. Four wells are now avail¬ 
able, of which three are pumping 
into the system at the present 
time. Installation of meters had 
resulted in consumers closely,, 
checking leaks and wastage and 
consumption ol water is down 10 
to 15 thousand gallons daily from 
the amount used previous to met¬ 
ers being installed. 

The public works report, given 
by Councillor R. J. Willard, re¬ 
cognized the fact that a major 
grading job un town streets is 
needed oefore drainage can be 
greatly improved. Lack of funds 
and the wet year experienced had 
made it impossible to do all neces¬ 
sary work on the streets. Donation 
of time by E. G. McPherson and 
of fuel and machinery by the gas 
dealers and Implement dealers had 
made It possible to have further 
dragging done last year after pub¬ 
lic works funds were exhausted. It 
was hoped to expand the program 
of street work and sidewalk con¬ 
struction this year. 

The matter of‘keeping sidewalks 
clear of .snow was discussed. It 
was brought out that pedestrians 
find it necessary to use the streets 
because of sidewalks being block¬ 
ed with snow, and this practice is 
conducive to accidents. A request 
was made that a snow-plow be 
hired to keep sidewalks clear of 
snow in the winter time. 

The police and fire report, pre¬ 
sented by Councillor Stan Scales, 
showed there had been no serious 
fixes during the year. A protest 
was made against the riding of 
bicycles on sidewalks and action 
to curb this practice was promis¬ 
ed. 

Councillor Norman Scotney gave 
the report of the parks, cemetery 
and relief committee, which show¬ 
ed there was only on" relief case 
in the town. The cemetery will 
have to be extended this year and
